Perkins, like most of the others who 
have essayed to halt Jones’ triumphal 
marches to fame, if not fortune, blew 
up badly during the morning’s play 
winning only

to the thirteenth. 
He was hardly and more match for 
Jones’ mastery than . was John Beck 
another Englishman, who lost to Jones 
in the third round, by 14 and 13, or 
Philip Finlay, beaten in the semi-finals 
yesterday by 13 and 12.

Kellogg s Peace Pact 


JI as the United States strengthened its moral Jeadti 
Ahip of tile world which it established something like 
a decade ago? 
The answer to that question may he 
found in the m id test of the real value of the peace 
compact which Secretary Kellogg signed at Paris. 
It iiIho is suggested that the United Sales itself is iii 
a much better position to furnish a reply to the epics 
tion than any or ail of the European nations, which, 
while not unaware that American initiative has been 
able to crystalize the common aspirations of mankind, 
d< 
not forget that diamonds In the rough may not al­ 
l a y s turn out to he gems of purest ray serene. 
The controversies 
which 
already 
have 
sprung up 
In the United States over the Kellogg treaty from par­ 
tisan points of view are reacting rather unsatisfactori- 
lr upon European opinion. 
It Is scarcely an exaggeration to say that following 
upon the spiritual 
unction 
which 
the 
ceremony at 
Paris conveyed to the souls of men, there Is In their 
m inds a sense of incompleteness, a regretful recogni­ 
tion that the paradise of peace has not yet been a s­ 
sured to them and their children and their children's 
children. 
It is for such an assurance that their eyes 
now are turned to the League of Nations. 
Dean Inge, In a sermon a week ago at (leneva, put 
th is feeling in a sentence when he said the crux of the 
Whole problem of peace Was w hether the League of 
Nations could offer tho world security against any nation 
which might choose to break the league covenant. • 
Perhaps the league may never he able to bring about 
th a t desirable consummation, hut it can he said to he 
moving in that direction, although at times having Its 
hands full try dig to make some I elligercnt member ob­ 
serve the tenets of the covenant. 
The steps which the 
league is making toward such a peace necessarily are 
•low and hesitant, and guided by the practical consid­ 
eration that not faith alone but good works are re­ 
quired for salvation, end that evil-doers must, if neces­ 
sary, be taught the error of their ways 
The United States, by maintaining an absolute in­ 
dependence 
of 
thought 
and 
action, 
insofar 
as the 
League of Nations is concerned, nevertheless has con­ 
tributed a most powerful weapon to the cause of world 
peace through the Kellogg 
pact. 
European 
nations 
which have teen trying for years to get Uncle Sam as 
a m ember of the League of Nations, and having fail­ 
ed, plainly showed their temper, admit openly that the 
■Washington government has not been Idle in splendid 
Isolation, but has come to the front repeatedly with 
suggestions for world security which it has been im­ 
possible to pass tip.

Though still calling 
themselves Chamorros, a word 
meaning noble, actually there are few if any pure blood­ 
ed natives left in Guam. 
As their m anners and dress in­ 
dicate, thpy nre an am algam ated race descending from 
the Spanish, Mexican, and Philippine soldiers and the 
Chamorro women. 
Originally they wera probably Ma­ 
lays, judging from some of the words in their language, 
their brownish skin, well formed features, and straight 
black hair. 
T heir speech also reveals Spanish influence 
and during the last thirty years is taking on English 
characteristics. 
The garb of these people Is usually the same, differ­ 
ing only In quality of material. 
The men we af white 
shirts which hang like coat 
over lose trousers. 
The 
women wear (railing skirls which can be tucked up to 
work in the fields, 
and waists 
with stiff blousing 
sleeves. 
Guam is a compact little island of about 225 square 
miles, more than 5000 miles from San Francisco. It is 
the southernmost of the Marianas Islands which appear 
to drip, spilled over eastw ard from 
the 
Philippines 
They were first called the Lardones or Robber Islands 
by Spanish explorers, because of unfortunate exper­ 
iences there. 
All of the group of twenty-seven are of 
volcanic origin. 
In Guam this is attested by a num ber 
of hot springs which are the remaining indication of 
volcanic aition. 
The first governor sent by the president and his a s ­ 
sociates found that Guam was not an island of savage 
people unusual to the ways of civilization 
The Chamor­ 
ros found that America was not a brutal conquering 
nation. 
Together they set out to make this country 
one free from 
illiteracy, unhygienic conditions 
with 
snbequent disease, and periods of famine. 
In Agana, the seat of government, is found a pros­ 
perous community. 
The streets are clean ami there are 
public schools, modern sewerage and water systems, 
anil an electric light plant. 
Their customs are a composite — revealing native. 
Spanish, anil American influences. 
Naturally pleasure 
loving, the Chamorros celebrate all legal holidays anil 
seize any occ. sion to combine old anil new forms of 
amusements. 
Cock fighting is a favorite form of en 
tertalnment, but the game of W alter Johnson and Babe 
Ruth gives a national flavor to this tiny southern oui 
post of the American dominion.

T e x a s —W ork of 
restoring the tower and walls of Hie 
aged San Jose mission that fell sev­ 
eral weeks ago soon will be finished. 
The San Jose mission is one of (ho 
five found near San Antonio and was 
erected back in the days when the 
Spaniards settled in this country. 
San Jose mission was founded by 
the padres in 1720 near the hanks of 
the San Antonio river. It was named 
for St. Joseph and the Spanish gov­ 
ernor of Texas Marquis Miguel de 
Aguayo, and was dedicated March 5, 
1731, according to an account of the 
dedication ceremonies found in the 
archives of San Fernando cathedral. 
After 200 Year*. 
Almost 200 years after its dedica­ 
tion, March 9, 1928, the tower of the 
chapel gave way taking with it the 
curiously constructed stairw ay which 
led to the belfry, also a large part of 
the south wall of the old structure. 
In the work of restoration care is 
being taken that when com pleted the 
structure will be an exact replica of 
the holy place kept by the fathers 
where tile Indians and Spanish con­ 
querors came to worship at early 
mass. 
The job is a tedious one be­ 
cause the winding stairway is made 
of steps hewn in a solid piece of 
wood with one end embedded in the 
wall and the other mounted so as to 
form a spiral. 
W hile this stairway has alw ays been 
a feature of the m ission, it was the 
wonderful sculptured decorations of 
the chapel that attracted the tourist 
and artist, and which la v e the m is­ 
sion the name of being the most beau­ 
tiful structure of 
its kind in the 
world 
Painters from Europe have 
Journeyed to this m ission to paint the 
celebrated rose window in the south 
wall of the baptistry. 
Figures of Saints. 
The facade, richly carved In cher­ 
ubs, hearts, sacred hearts, lilies and 
scrolls 
intertwined 
w ith 
acanthus 
leaves greeted the visitor. 
Six life 
sized figures of the virgin and the 
saints, one of which crashed w ith the 
falling tower occupy ornate pedals in 
carved recesses with conch like can­ 
opies. 
The doorways and pillar arches of 
the sm all chapel with its three domes 
are the only com pletely preserved 
part of the once large structure. They 
are Moorish in outline. The other 
decorations are of the Renaissance 
period.
